Avoid making these

When I readTwit- 
ter’s announcement 
earlier this month 
that the 140 -char- 
acter limit would be 
lifted on direct mes- 
sages and replaced 
with a much more 
non-Twitter-like

ately started thinking 
about the pros and 
cons: could be good 
for customer service issues, could be bad for 
other things. Sure, 140 characters go quickly 
but 140 characters are just right to say what 
you need to say and move on. That limit has 
forced me to be a more succinct writer. 

This week’s #SoSocial is all about things 
you can do on social media, but either 
shouldn’t or should strongly think about 
before you do. 

Just because Twitter gives you 10,000 char- 
acters doesn’t mean you shouid ever use 
them aii: I bet you knew I was going to start 
with that one. There are exceptions, though, 
and you should choose how you deliver your 
message based on audience research. One 
thing you absolutely should never do is send 
automatic direct messages of any length. For 
some reason, Twitter still hasn’t disabled the 
ability to send auto DMs, and until it does, a 
much higher character limit could increase 
their frequency 

Don’t cross-post to Twitter and Facebook: 

File this one in the never category Tbu never 
want your audience to know that you share 
duplicate content on multiple platforms. 

It appears lazy, even though your reasoning 
probably has more to do with time con- 
straints than laziness. And more importantly, 
if you give people a choice as to where to fol- 
low you because multiple platforms contain 
the same information, you’ll hurt your own 
chances to grow your audience.

Don’t send the same tweet to multiple 
people and only change the @NAIVIE: In the 

social media world, we call this Twitter spam, 
and it’s a terrible practice. You might think 
it’s convenient and a time-saver, but to the 
recipient it shows that you didn’t take any 
time to send a personalized message. It’s not 
much different from those robotic answer- 
ing machine calls during election season. 
Remember: Always choose quality over 
quantity 

Interaction = satisfaction: Don’t just talk to 
your audience; talk with your audience. And 
when someone asks a question or makes a 
suggestion, try your best to respond to that 
person. It takes time, but the rewards are 
worth it. When you make people feel impor- 
tant, that’s not something they forget. And 
if your problem is that you have too many 
comments and questions to reply to, then 
you have a good problem. 

You don’t have to be on #TeamFollowBack: 

For whatever reason, people think they’re 
automatically entitled to be followed back if 
they follow someone. On the surface, I un- 
derstand the mutual respect. But you do not 
have to — nor should you — follow everyone 
who follows you: Being selective makes for 
a greater social media experience and keeps 
your feed at a higher level of quality 

Now, with all that said, I’m also a big advo- 
cate of taking risks and not being afraid to 
fail. So while these tips will help guide you, 
you shouldn’t be afraid to roll the dice when 
it makes sense. If you do something members 
of your audience don’t like, they’ll let you 
know

Leon Bridges’ improbable road 
to making vintage sounds new

L eon Bridges looks like he hopped out of a time machine sent 
from the early ’60s. For his RedEye interview at Uptown’s historic 
Green Mill, where the 25-year-old Fort Worth, Texas, native later 
would debut songs from his highly-anticipated debut album “Coming 
Home” (out Tuesday), he’s dressed to the nines in a brown blazer with a skinny tie 
tucked into his sharp, high-waisted gray slacks —all vintage clothing items. 


This is no affectation. The singer-guitar- 
ist’s retro aesthetic perfectly fits his music, 
a timeless blend of soul and pop that recalls 
the heyday of Sam Cooke and The Tempta- 
tions. “I just look at {that era] as the best time 
for R&B music. It was simple, and the music 
still had depth to it,” Bridges explains, his soft 
voice belying the fiery persona he would as- 
sume onstage hours later. “The fashion too— 
I love the uniform. It was people rocking a 
suit most of the time, and when it was casual, 
it was just a collared shirt and slacks. I love 
how simple it was.” For a Millennial in 2015, 
Bridges’ attitudes are increasingly rare and 
refreshingly traditional, but not as unlikely as 
his path to becoming music’s next big thing. 

After all. Bridges’ love for classic fashion 
and soul wasn’t the reason he started mak- 
ing music. The first album he ever owned was 
Usher’s “8701” (he says the “U Remind Me” 
music video inspired him to study dance in 
college), and when he first began writing his 


own songs, they were hip-hop-inspired— 
tracks he made after buying beats on Band- 
camp. It wasn’t until he wrote “Lisa Sawyer” 
that he found his niche. 

While the song, a delicate and heart- 
felt ballad about his mother, seems like 
an updated relic from the past. Bridges 
wasn’t even aware of the artists he was 
channeling. ‘A friend of mine asked me 
if Sam Cooke was one of my inspira- 
tions, and I felt bad because I 
had never really listened to 
him,” Bridges says. “I start- 
ed digging into Sam Cooke 
and The Temptations, and 
then I started to see that 
that’s where I needed to 
be. I really connected with 
it.” After devouring Cooke’s 
discography and the work of 
other legendary acts. Bridg- 
es finally had the blueprint

for his music. 

For what would become his 
breakthrough hit, “Coming 
Home,” he thought to him- 
self, “OK, I want to make 
this music, so what did 
they do back then?” 

“It was just my idea of 
what a 1960s soul song 
would sound like,” he 
adds. This helped him 
at weekly gigs at Fort 
Worth watering hole 
Magnolia Motor Lounge, 


where he’d perform to supplement his day 
job as a dishwasher. There, Austin Jenkins, 
an acquaintance who shared Bridges’ admi- 
ration for quality blue jeans, came to see the 
burgeoning artist play at a gig last July and 
promptly exclaimed afterward, “Man, we got- 
ta make a record.” 

Jenkins, it turns out, was the nimble-fin- 
gered lead guitarist of White Denim, argu- 
ably the best American psych-rock band 
going. Together, along with White Denim’s 
drummer Josh Block, Bridges and Jenkins hit 
the studio to flesh out Bridges’ debut album, 
“Coming Home.” Having to narrow down his 
20 songs to just 10, Bridges quickly realized 
the challenge of making an album. “Basically 
[we wanted to] mix it up with a couple gospel 
songs, love songs and one heartbreak song- 
just to make sure it’s a fully balanced record,” 
he says. The result, a testament to the winning 
combination of talent and chance, expertly 
demonstrates how to invoke old sounds to 
make an incredibly modern and relevant 
product. 

After they finished recording, the album’s 
first single, “Coming Home,” premiered in 
October on the Texas-based music blog Go- 
rilla vs. Bear. The response was so overwhelm- 
ingly positive that 40 record labels came 
knocking at Bridges’ door. Not used to the ri- 
diculous amount of attention coming his way 
he had to collect himself: “For me it {was} all 
about wanting to look professional and play- 
ing it cool.” His level head won out, and he 
signed with Columbia, a major label he chose 
because “it felt like home.” Certainly helping 
his decision, the Sony affiliate took the time 
to visit him at Brewed, a cafe that’s one of his 
favorite Fort Worth hangout spots. 

With his ascension from unknown dish- 
washer to stardom in place. Bridges had to 
get ready: “I would just play bars for a few 
people. Now I have this bigger platform, 
and I gotta learn how to perform in front of 
people.” He learned fast. In just a matter of 
months, he’d make his late-night debut on 
the third episode of the new “Late Late Show 
with James Corden” and make Paul McCart- 
ney dance with a performance of the “5” Roy- 
ales’ “Dedicated to the One I Love” at the 
2015 Rock and Roll Hall of Fame Induction 
Ceremony Live, Bridges exudes the confi- 
dence his heroes possessed, his energy and 
impeccable dance moves perfectly enhancing 
his material. 

Now that all eyes are firmly on Bridges, 
“Coming Home” is his chance to truly de- 
liver on the feverish hype. “I really don’t even 
know how to explain it,” he says of his rapid 
success, his words sounding equal parts grate- 
ful and dumbfounded. “I never expected for 
this stuff to happen. I never expected to be 
on a label or have people from all over the 
world dig my music. But it’s here, and I’m very 
thankful for it.”
